Leafhoppers 
are the principal offenders in our locality. Try spraying 
with D. D. T. every 10 days after they come up for a 
while and see if they do not do better for you. 

We extend a cordial invitation to visit our gardens 
during the growing season. Visitors are always wel- 
come. In addition to the dahlias we have recently added 
several hundred hardy chrysanthemums to our gardens 
which should prove an added attraction. Our gardens 
are located five miles east of Fairmont on the Winfield 
road at the village of Winfield.
